Garbage Rule Discussion 
Is Continued To Aug. 15; 
Suggested Ordinance Read 


A resolution adopted by the city 
council! Monday night declared 
weeds and rank grass within the 
city to be a nuisance and provides 
that if, after ten days notice, the 
owner of property fails to remove 
the nuisances, the city may do so 
and the expense therefore will be- 
come a lien against the property. 

The fire chief’s report of numer- 
ous grass fires appeared to point 
the need for a move to provide for 
cleaning up weeds and dry grass. 

The matter ef a garbage ordi- 
Mance was continued until the ad- 
journed meeting of the council on 
August 15th for further discussion 
although a suggested garbage ordi- 
nance was read before the council. 
The reading of it was, however, in 
the nature of informing the council 
and others who were present of the 
general terms of an 
which might be considered and the 
ordinance was not formally intro- 
duced for consideration. 

Opposition to the enactment of 
garbage regulation was voiced in 
petitions presented to the city coun- 
cil and read by the city clerk to 
which, it was reported, were affixed 
more than three hundred signa- 
tures. 

The terms of the suggested ordi- 
nance relative to garbage propose 
that the city government shall have 
the exclusive control of the business 
of collecting and disposing of gar- 
bage within the city. The city would 
not, necessarily, actually” engage in 
collecting and disposing of garbage 
but could grant concessions for the 
service to the highest and best bid- 
der 

The suggested ordinance elimin- 
ated the compulsory feature and 
there is apparently nothing in the 
suggested act to prevent or restrain 
a resident from disposing of his 
own garbage by dumping it at the 
city dump. However, the burying of 
garbage or the outside burning of

Collins pointed out that this was 
the sixth assessment made by the 
board since public utility property 
was transferred to local tax rolls. 
During the last five years the pub- 
lic utility values have amounted to 
approximately $1,000,000,000 annu- 
ally against which local governments 
have collected taxes amounting to| 
between $160,000,000 and $175,000,- | 
000 for the period. 

In determining the current as- 
sessment roll, it was necessary for 
the board's valuation division to 
list the complex, state-wide hold- 
ings of 248 utility companies. These 
included 8,000,000 miles of telephone 
and telegraph lines, 15,500 miles of 
railroad track, 1,500,000 electric 
power poles, 23,000 miles of gas, 
mains, 1,780,000 telephone stations | 
and numerous other specialized ;
